from November 20, liu December 20. 
The months this season almost seem to have chauged their characters, October and 
November appeared not as the forerunners of winter, and it is only during this month 
that winter has appeared with the usual attendants of floods and tempests. Those 
curious transitions from frost to rain, whjch are mostly prevalent before the perma- 
nent frosts of January, have, for some time past, be?n the daily weather} and it ia 
worthy of being remarked how suddenly the change takes place in a very short time ; 
from a clear sky and freezing atmosphere, clouds overcast the horizon, and rain falls, 
Which again in as short a period clears away, and frost again commences, this, wbeu 
the sun rises (as the people say takes the air) and rain again begins to fall, all these 
varieties might lately have been observed dining 24 hours.

The Barometer has been mostly 29. It was on the 22d, 23d and 28th of November 
and 8th December, as high as 30, on the 15th it wasjas low as 28,1. 

The Thermometer was on the Oth of December, as high in thc.uiorning as 51, on the 
9th, 49. On the 28th of November, and December n, it was at 30, and during the 
rest of ihis period it was seldom abovj) 40. 

The wind has been observed 10 times Northerly, but the prevalent wind has been 
6.W. hiving been observed 18 times in that direction. 



CELESTIAL PHENOMENA, 

FOR JANUAKV, 1810. 

1st. The Moon rises at half past 3, in the morn'mg, to the east of the first star of 
the Virgin, and is soon after followed by the first of the Balance. 

5, Is new Moon sit 14 uiin. past 3 p.m. but, as she is nearly five degress north of 
the ecliptic, or Sun's apparent annual path, there cannot be an eclipse at this time. 

10, The Moon parses the meridian at 22 uiin. past 4, e. m. the t«o eastern of the 
four stars in the square being above her, but a little to the east of the meridian. 
Jupiter is at some distance to the east of her-, but Mars at a fai greater below her ill 
the' western hemisphere. At six she is 6'i". b8'. froin Aldebaran, 

15, She rises at 53 min. past 0, afternoon, is in the meridian at 14 min. past 8 
having above her jo the l^est the Pleiades, and much nearer, but befow her 
and to the East of the meridian, Aldeuarau with the Hyades. She sets at 
24 min. past 3 the next morning. 

20, The Moon is lull, but without an eclipse as she is too far Nonh of the 
ecliptic. She rises under the two first Stars of the Twins and nearly in a line 
with them, her brilliancy confounds the small Stars iu the crab near her and 
we can notice only the two first of the Twins, the first and third of the less 
Dog, and the first and third of the i,ion forming the chief Stars in the ztoubt 
around her. 
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Celestial Phenomena. 
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i5, She rises uwtler the five Stars in the triangle of tbe Virgin, beinfc nearest the 
ItU of this constellation, which is ahove her. She is followed of course by the 
li rst of the Virgin but at a considerable interval. This night we may observe that 
she is nearly at equal distances/mm the second of the Lion and tbe first of the Virgin. 

30, She may be seen near the first of the Scorpion, and is noon followed oy 
Saturn. 

Mtnnry U an evening star, and at his greatest elongation on the 31st. of course 
he is too near the suu to be visible during the former part of the month, but at its 
dose he will be upwards of an huur and half above the horizon after suh-sct. 

Venus is a morning star, but precedes the sun only an hour and twenty minutes on 
the 1st, and her duration above the horizon before Sun- rise is daily decreasing, and 
her. greatest height at sun-rise is only about nine degrees. 

Mars i. an evening star being about three hours and a half above the horizon; after 
ann-set, on the first, and this duration Is daily decreasing. An hour after sun-set we 
si. all see hint in the upper part of the lower region, near south west'by south. 

Jupiter is on' the n.eridian on the 1st at twelve minutes past 6, t.m. and on the 19th 
at two minutes past A. His motion is direct through 3$ {degrees, passing under the 
small stars :n the middle of tbe band of tbe Fishes. Tbe Moon passes him on the 12th. 

.Saturn is a morning star, and hiaduration above the horizon, before sun-rise, on the 
fist, is nearly two hours and a half, and this duration is continually increasing. The 
Tvleon pas>es rrrn on the third. 

Hersehell is a nun ning star to the «est of Saturn, and consequently longer above the 
^torizon, before siuv rise. The .Moon passes hitu on the first.
